The adage "it is better to be born 


lucky than rich" is well illustrated in 
the case of John McCloskey, one of the 
seven men recently imprisoned m the 
Alta mine, who had another narrow 
escape from death by drowning, in the 
bay at San Francisco, Sunday. He was 
out in a boat with several ladies and 
gentlemen, on a pleasure excursion, 
when the boat was capsized and three 
of the party drowned. McCloskey was 
nicked up in an exhausted condition by 
a fishing boat that went to their reseat. 


The Senate has passed a very impor- 


tant bill. It provides that nnpateuted 
lands belonging not only to the Kansas 
Pacific, but to any other company in 
the Union Pacific system, shall, after 
they have been surveyed, and after the 
Company has been entitled to receive pa- 
tents on payment of tha cost of survey- 
ing, etc., ba subject to State and Terri- 
torial taxes, to the same extent as they 
would be if completely conveyed and 
patented to the companies. Many mil- 
lion dollars worth of laud are involved 
in the scope of this bill.

Sale of Public Land*. 


The law giving the State of Nevada 
,000,000 acres of land in lieu of the 
fith and 36th Sections, went into effect 
une 16,1880—just two years ago. Since 
hat time the State sold 120,540 acres, 
r over 5,000 acres par month. 
Much 


f the land thus sold is located in Koop, 
Iko anil Lincoln counties and has been 
urchasod by stockmen. Considerable 
and has been taken up in Paradise 
alley. Sales of public land hare fallen 
ff somewhat lately, but still the aver- 
ge will be pretty good. Deputy Sur- 
eyor General Fassett, to whom we 
re indebted for this item, reports that 
lere ia a great deal more good land for 


bale lu various parts of the State. Since 
tne State lia* received the two-million- 
acre grant many locators who had ap- 
plied for land under the Desert Laid 
Act, have forfeited their first payments 
and laud office fees, abandoned their 
claim and re-located the land under the 
State law—finding it cheaper and more 
satisfactory. 
The revenue from the 


sale of these lands is very large and give 
our schools a haudsome support. There 
are now $50,000 in the Sehool Fund 
which must be invested in United States 
bonds. These bonds now command a 
premium equal to'about five years 
interest.

If 
visible to us it will be low down, near 
the horizon. The people sooth of the 
equator will have the best view of it. 
The hard materials of which it ia com- 
posed may cool rapidity, and on the 
Jther hand they may retain heat longer 
han the ardinary constituents of comets. 
As daring the past few months, we can 
only wait and see what is to occur. 
But those who saw this visitor with an 
ipera glass or telescope have the satis- 
action of knowing that they have seen 
he most remarkable comet thus fat ob- 
erved, and which has now become to 
astronomers the most interesting ob- 
ect now in the heavens.
